Regarding applicant's amendment in claims 1, 4, 8, the amended features do not place the application in condition for allowance. 

Regarding the amendment in claim 1 , it just to correct the typo error of the word "reciever". 

Regarding the amendment in claim 4, it just deleting features for: if the presence of a signal is not detected. 

Regarding the amendment in claim 8, the conrecting the typo error from "and" to "an", and adding features for: a signal quality indicator 
circuit coupled to the demodulator circuit, 

Deluca-'296 teaches in Fig. 1, the error counting menas 420 is the signal quality indicator circuit, & 420 is coupled to the demodulator in 
the receiving means 402. Besharat-540 also teaches, in Fig. 1, the signal quality detector 154 coupled to the demodulator in receiver 104. 

In pages 9-10, applicans argues Deluca does not teach the further decoding even the quality of the received signal is proper. Besharat 
teaches the further normal operation for decoding of the received signal when proper quality BER indicates for decoding of the received 
signal in col. 4, line 65 to col. 5, line 2. 

Regarding the argument that Deluca continues to decode if RSSI indicating the presence of the signal and the detected signal is not 
decodeable or Its quality is poor, Deluca does not state this features. 

Regarding the no teaching of the carrier signal detection, Deluca teaches the detecting of carrier signal having the result in Fig. 2, the 
detected carrier to noise ratio curve. In col, 15, lines 44-49, Deluca teaches the detecting of the carrier signal, in order to indicate an 
acceptable carrier signal quality. 
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
